The Need For Research 


FROM MANY SOURCES there have been warnings in recent years 


that unless more money is spent in training scientific workers and in en- 
couraging research, Canada may fall behind other nations in this important 
field. Canadian universities have always played an important part in 
advancing scientific’ work, a6 th.through the training of stidents and through 
research. Duting the past five years;they have, in co-operation with the 
government; %xffanded* and: intensified: their activities in this. connection, 
making a notable contrfbution to the war effort. The work of the National 
Research Coiincil has likewise been greatly increased during the war, 
although in Both eases much of what ha¥ been done has not yet been dis- 
closed for sequrity reasons. ‘Dr. C. J. MacKenzie, director of the National 
Research Council; estimates that the present annual expenditure on scien- 
tific research: here is about $10,000,000 and in his opinion this amount 
should not be;.curtailed after the war, but on the conttary, should be main- 
tained and gtadually increased. pt ‘

Financial support for research comes saint? from 
Public shat thé-government or from industries or other, inter- 
Is’ Necessary- ests concerned with scientific progress. Govern- 

$ ment support for this work can be greatly en- 
couraged by public opinion and it is in the interest of the people as a whole 
that Canadian scientists be encouraged in their efforts. Recently a com- 
mittee of the Federation of British Industries under Sir William Larke, 
published the following statement on this subject: ‘The application of re- 
search is a tertain means of increasing employment by the improvement 
of existing and the creation of new industries; conversely, the lack of it 
spells stagnation and ultimate bankruptcy.” When the war ends Canadian 
industries will no: longer be required to-turn out war materials, and many 
of the present markets for our agricultural products will cease to exist. At 
that time! entific research might’ well have much to™contribute to the 
solution of the problems: which will arise.’

more which might be done in this connection. 
Aid To" Farmers Work in rust resistant wheats, insecticides, plant 
and animal breeding, experiments with new crops and many other projects 
have brought benefits to the farmers in the form of improved production 
and financial gains. Dr. J. H. Craigie, Dominion Botanist, recently. stated 
that farmers in Eastern Saskatchewan and Manitoba have increased their 
annual income by $27,242,000 since 1939 by growing rus} resistant wheat. 
This sum,’ he pointed out, is thirteen times Canada’s total expense in 
developing and introducing this important type of grain. In agricultural 
research, as in other branches. of science, progress has been hampered by 
lack of adequate financial support. It is to be hoped, however, that the 
impetus which has been given to scientific work in Canada during the war, 
will be continued and expanded in the interests of our national welfare 
and progress.

Education And Rural Youth | 
Training

he boy or girl who does not re-

icap in life under modern condittons, 
is either dull or unfortunate. On the 
other hand the young) person is smart 
who mapages to get a reasonably 
clear idea of his own educationai 
needs and how those needs can _ best 
be satisfied, 

Lack of understanding in these mat- 
ters is to be expevted of young) people 
but the confusion which| exists about 
education, especially for farm boys 
and girls, is by no means confined to 
youth: it is a coydition which ex- 
tends to parents, teachers and many 
educational authorities. 

Fundamentally the problems of edu- 
cation are easy to understand and the 
solutions of those problems are ul- 
always the same, They are the same 
for all boys an girls, in all countries 
and in al] ages.

INCOME TAX: No one will benefit from both Family Allowances 
and a full income tax deduction for their children. Parents have the 
choice of applying for their Family Allowances or not claiming the 
allowance and claiming the full deduction for their children under 
Income Tax. If they claim the Family Allowance, the amount of 
deduction from tax allowed for children under the Income War 
Tax Act will be reduced by the amount of any Family Allow- 
ance received. * 


Anyone who is uncertain whether or not he or she will benefit from 
Family Allowances more than from Tax Deduction should register 
for the Family Allowance and in this way be on the safe sides 
Incomes may change during the course of a year.’

are very fortunate because they 
have, iv addition, an apprentice. 
ship in farming. This is invaluable, 
especially for boys who expect to 
make farming their lifq work, Life 
on the farm (provides experiences 0}. 
great educational value. The tasks 
are varied and demand considerable 
skill; they have to do with living 
things which are born, grow and 
mature; work ‘becomes a habit; an 
ability to plan and excute plans 
developed, 

This farm apprenticaship, combined 
with a good ‘home life, is undoubtedly 
the main reason why so many boys 
in spite off limited schooling, have yet 
made a reasonably good job of farm- 
ing. 

There is much evidence, however, 
to suggest that the next generaltion 
of farmérs must have a standard 01 
education considerably higher than 
that enjoyed by their fathers. The 
application of science to agriculture, 
the mechanization of farms, and the 
emphasis on farm managqment and 
the marketing of agricultural pre- 
ducts, all indicate quite definitely that 
farmers should be well informed and 
men of good judgement, This means 
that the educatiaaal opportunities 
for farm boys should be made as 


favorable as possible.

GARDEN NOTES. 


Have A Plan 

The simplest garden will benefit 
from a plan. In fact when space is 
extremely limited a plan is even more 
vital becausa.it saves room. 

Minimum widths between rows 
range from 12 inches for such narrow 
things .as lettuce, carrots, beets, to 
15 inches for beans and spinach, to 
18 inches for corn, tomatoes and 
potatoes. These distances are mini- 
mum, If more can be afforded, culti- 
vation, weeding, thinning and other 
care will he easier. 

Space can be saved by alternating 
quick maturing things like radish, 
lettuce and spinach, with longer’ ma- 
turing vegetables such as swiss chard 
beets, carrots and beans. The firs 
named will be up and ‘used before 
the latter require all the space. 
Another old-time saving device is to 
plant squash, pumpkins, cucumbers, 
along the edge of the garden. or the 
edge of the corn rows. 

. Seed Supply 

Seed supplies are going to be fairly 

plentiful this spring. . Dealers are 
Sonnaent that they can meét all de- 
mands if\orders are placed early and 
some leeway is allowed in varieties, 
It may ngt always be possible to get 
the exact variety of carrot, bean or 
tomato wanted, but at least some- 
thing very similar will be available.

Plot Planting 

Even where one has a ‘Whole farm 
at one’s disposal it is a good plan to 
grow certain vegetables in small 
plots where they can be cultivated 
often and watered if ‘necessary. This 
advice especially applies to carrots, 
beets, lettuce, radish, seed onions, 
parsnips and such things. Vegetables 
of this type seem-to thrive better in

small, compact plots than in long 
rows out in the field. On the other 
hand, beans, peas, corn, potatoes, 


etc. seems to do better under “field 
conditions, 

Peas, for instance, do not fit in a 
tiny space, because ‘at least 30. feet 
of row will be necessary to produce 
a decent family meal, and corn is 
almost in the same category, some- 
thing like a dozen hills being neces- 
sary for minimum results, One can 
harvest beans from a row 10 feet 
long every other day for a couple of 
weeks or more. As, however, they. 
are susceptible to disease, especially 
when damp, they are best grown in 
rows where they will not be disturbed 
when wet with rain or drew.
